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T ab hunter has one more act left in his 
amazing life - a wedding to his longtime 
boyfriend, Allan Glaser! 

Hunter, 83, was a movie heartthrob 
in the 1950s despite widespread 
speculation about his sexuality - and he didn’t 
publicly reveal he was gay until publishing a 
memoir in 2005. 

By that time. Hunter had long settled into his 
relationship with Glaser, a film producer 30 
years his junior. 

“I’m just a very fortunate and very 
thankful man,” says Hunter. 

Now that the star is reaching the twi- 
light of his life, friends say he’s ready to 
tie the knot. 

“It’s never meant much to him to get 
married, but he knows Allan loves the 
idea,” a pal tells GLOBE. “This is his way 
of honoring the man who has been his 
best friend, protector and loyal confidante 
for so many years. 

“Tab never thought he would see the 
day when gay people would be allowed 
to marry. He’s a product of the old studio 
system, where people like himself. Rock Hudson 
and Anthony Perkins were kept closeted by 
their agents and studio heads.” 

Hunter burst to stardom in his 1955 hit film 
Battle Cry, but he’s best remembered as Joe 
Hardy in the 1958 big screen musical Damn 
Yankees! 

With his blonde, wholesome looks, he quickly 
became one of Hollywood’s hottest movie idols. 
He was such a dreamboat, female admirers 
swamped him with more than 62,000 Valentines 
in 1956. 


But while Hunter romanced the 
likes of Natalie Wood, Sophia Loren 
and Debbie Reynolds on screen, 
he lived a secret double life that 
included a two-year romance with Psycho star 
Perkins. 

After a long career lull, he made a comeback 
in a series of movies by cult director John Waters 
in the 1980s. And he found the spotlight once 
again with his best-selling memoir. Tab Hunter 
Confidential - The Making of a Movie Star. 

But along the way, he’s faced health challenges 
including a heart attack in 1980 and a stroke II 
years later. He has since had a quadruple heart 
bypass and his prostate was removed. While he 
has recovered, the actor is slowing down and 


prefers to spend his days at his Montecito, Calif., 
home with Glaser, says a friend. 

“Tab realizes he’s reaching the end of his very 
colorful, very successful life,” notes the friend. 
“He knows a commitment to marriage would 
mean a great deal to Allan.” 

While friends believe the pair will marry 
within months, they don’t expect it to be a star- 
studded affair. 

“Tab has warm feelings for the old Hollywood 
guard who are still around, but he doesn’t social- 
ize much,” says the friend. “They’ll get married 
quietly and under the radar, which is how Tab 
has always preferred to keep his private life.”

Meanwhile, a Washington source says 
those around Obama are increasingly 
becoming concerned about his actions.

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A FEMALE bishop with a secret 
scandalous past was hammered 
on booze and texting when 
she ran down a cyclist - then 
callously left him to die as she 
fled the scene, say cops. 

The tragedy sparked additional 
outrage when it emerged the hit-and-run 
suspect, Bishop Heather Cook, had also 
been arrested in 2010 for DUE 
In that case, cops say the second highest 
ranking official in the Episcopal Diocese of 
Maryland was so inebriated she’d vomited 
on herself and cops canceled her roadside 
sobriety test due to fears the unsteady cleric 
would fall and hurt herself! 

Cook, 58, escaped with a slap on the wrist 
back then, but this time a judge set her 
bond at $2.5 million. And State’s Attorney 
Marilyn J. Mosby says she assured the 
victim’s family “no one is above the law.” 

Sadly, no punishment will bring back 
father of two Thomas Palermo, a software

engineer who also built custom bikes. The 
avid cyclist was riding through a quiet 
neighborhood in Baltimore, Md., on the 
sunny afternoon of Dec. 27, when Cook’s 
2001 green Subaru Forester veered into the 
bike lane and slammed into him, cops say. 

Another cyclist. Moncure Lyon, who 
witnessed the crash, found the 41 -year-old 
victim in a semi-fetal position with his head 
on the curb. 

As other witnesses called 911 to report 
the “massive impact,” Lyon, who was once 
badly injured by a hit-and-run driver, raced 
after the fleeing vehicle. 

“I was determined not to let it get away be- 
cause the man who hit me was never found,” 
he says. 

Cops say Lyon, 65, caught up with Cook 
at a traffic light near the scene. He says the 
windshield of her car was smashed in. But 
when the light turned green, she took off. 
He eventually lost her in a gated community 
where she lives. 

Cook returned to the scene of the accident 
about 30 minutes later and was arrested. 
Meanwhile, Palermo died of his injuries at 
the hospital. 

“Tom was a passionate bicycle builder, a 
father and a friend to many people who ride 
bicycles in Baltimore,” says a statement from 
the local cycling advocacy group Bikemore. 

People who saw photos of Cook’s smashed 
windshield, which cops say was caused by 
the impact of Palermo’s body, questioned 
why she didn’t stop.

“There’s no way you could not know you’d 
hit somebody,” says Katie Gore, who placed 
flowers at a roadside memorial. 

Lora Peters adds, “He was alive after it 
happened. She might have been able to help 
or call for help if she’d stayed on the scene.” 

Cops say Cook had a blood alcohol level 
of .22, nearly triple the limit in Maryland. 
She was slapped with multiple charges, 
including manslaughter, DUI, texting while 
driving and leaving the scene of an accident. 
If convicted, she could be sentenced to more 
than 20 years behind bars. 

A defense attorney asked Judge Nicole 
Pastore Klein to lower bail, but she denied 
the request saying the allegations suggested 
“a reckless indifference to life.” 

A friend helped Cook make bail. Condi- 
tions of her release forbid her from driving. 

Critics say the tragedy may have been 
avoided had Cook not been let off so eas- 
ily in her 2010 DUI case. A police report 
obtained by GLOBE shows Deputy Justin 
Reiblye stopped her in Preston, Md., at 2 
a.m, on Sept. 10 for driving on the shoulder

He noticed a strong smell of alcohol. Cook 
had vomit on her shirt. He adds a pouch con- 
taining two marijuana baggies, a bottle of 
wine and a nearly empty bottle of Irish whis- 
key were in plain view on the passenger seat. 

Cook registered .27 on a breathalyzer. 
Reiblye adds the bishop “admitted to smok- 
ing the marijuana and drinking the alcohol 
while driving from Canada.” 

After Cook promised the judge she’d 
learned her lesson, he let her off with one 
year’s supervised probation and an $800 
fine, with $500 of it suspended. 

“Everybody makes mistakes, and the 
smart people are the ones that learn from 
them,” Judge John. E. Nunn III told her. 

But Cook’s bingeing continued, even 
after she was unanimously selected as 
the diocese’s first female bishop last May, 
sources reveal. And following the latest 
arrest, church leaders revealed they knew 
Cook’s drinking problem was ongoing. 
She was put on administrative leave while 
undergoing treatment in rehab, but former 
Episcopal Maryland bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Robert W. Ihloff, and diocese officials are 
calling for her head. 

Says Ihloff, “I think there’s no future for 
her in the life of the Episcopal Church as a 
bishop.”

OUTHY millionaire 
Robert Durst opened 
his trap about his wife’s 
mysterious 1982 disap- 
pearance in a documentary, and 
now investigators are turning up 
the heat in the cold case. 

“I am complicit” in wife KatMe 
“not being here,” Durst, 71, con- 
fesses in the second episode of the 
six-part HBO miniseries. The Jinx: 
The Life and Deaths of Robert 
Durst. 

That prompted 
Joseph Becerra 
to declare, “We 
are watching the 
show very care- 
fully for any useful 
information that 
is said in that 
documentary.” 

At the time 
Kathie vanished. 

Durst claimed he 
last saw his 
29-year-old wife 
when he put her 
on a train heading 
from the family’s 
South Salem, N.Y., vacation 
cottage to Manhattan. He also said 
he called her after she arrived at 
their Upper East Side apartment. 

‘Feeling of danger’ 

But in the documentary, he ad- 
mits he lied about having a drink 
with a neighbor after sending 
Kathie on her way - as well as 
talking to her later by phone. 

“He gets off on the feeling of 
danger,” says documentary film- 
maker Andrew Jarecki, who 
says Durst “wants that feeling 
again of being on the run from 
the police.” 

Kathie’s case was closed after 
Durst stopped cooperating with 
authorities, but lawmen reopened 
it in 2000. Durst went on the lam, 
moving from New York to Galves- 
ton, Texas, where he rented a 
shabby $300-a-month apartment 
and posed as a mute woman 
named Dorothy Ciner. 


When cops announced they were 
going to interview Durst’s onetime 
spokeswoman, Susan Berman, 
about Kathie’s disappearance, she 
was killed execution-style in her 
California home. 

Although Durst was considered 
a suspect in that case, he was never 
charged. However, back in Galves- 
ton, he shot to death his grumpy 
71-year-old neighbor, Morris Black, 
then chopped up the body and 
dumped the remains in the bay. 

He was arrested but jumped 


bail and was nabbed after he was 
caught shoplifting in a Pennsylva- 
nia supermarket. Incredibly, his 
$2 million defense team convinced 
a jury Durst had acted in self- 
defense in killing Black. But he 
was convicted of bail jumping and 
evidence tampering, sentenced to 
five years and paroled in 2004. 

Meanwhile, Durst - whose 
fortune comes through a trust set 
up by his real estate tycoon father, 
Seymour - has terrorized others 
in his privileged family. Police say 


13 relatives have protection orders 
against him. 

“Bob is incapable of telling the 
truth,” blasts his brother, Douglas. 
“He is a true psychopath.” 

Another brother, Tom, adds, 
“Kathie Durst knew a lot about 
Robert’s finances, and she ended 
up dead. Susan Berman knew too 
much - she turned up dead. And 
Morris Black probably knew too 
much. 

“He’ll kill again. I have no doubt. 
The only question is: ‘Who’s next?’ ”

W ITH a bombshell video 
revealing new details 
about Bruce Jenner’s 
deadly car crash, a 
top legal expert is 
demanding the reality star quit 
stonewalling investigators. 

The former Olympic hero re- 
portedly turned down the authori- 
ties’ latest request for an interview, 
sparking former Boston prosecu- 
tor Wendy Murphy to declare, “It’s 
time for Bruce Jenner to ‘man up’ 
and come clean about what really 
happened in the moments leading 
up to this fatal crash.” 

Jenner, 65, who is transform- 
ing himself into a woman, was 
hauling a trailer with an off-road 
vehicle behind his Cadillac Esca- 
lade on Feb. 7 when he suddenly 
veered to avoid vehicles slowing 
down for a traffic light on the Pa- 
cific Coast Highway in Malibu, 
Calif., say cops. 


Felony 


He plowed into a 
Lexus driven by a 
69-year-old woman, 

Kim Howe, sending it 
careening into oncom- 
ing traffic, the cops 
add. The Lexus was 
then struck head-on 
by a Hummer, killing 
Howe. 

In a sensational twist, a Los An- 
geles Sheriff’s Department official 
revealed on Feb. 18 law enforce- 
ment officials had obtained foot- 
age of the accident from a camera 


mounted on a public bus. Sources 
say it provides damning evidence 
that disputes sex-swap Jenner’s 
recollection and could lead to him 
being slapped with a felony - and 


even going to prison. 
Following the 
crash, which also left seven in- 
jured, Jenner took a field sobriety 
test and submitted a blood sam- 
ple. Investigators also sought cell 
phone records to see if any of the 


drivers involved were distracted. 

Jenner’s publicist, Alan Nierob, 
insists the star is cooperating with 
investigators. But the Web site 
RadarOnline is now reporting 
Jenner had “drawn a line in the sand 
and turned down the authorities’ 
latest request for an interview.” 

Instead, he was “hunkering 
down and not talking to anyone 
except for his attorney.” The Web 
site also reported Jenner “is just in 
a total daze” over facing potential 
manslaughter charges. 

“Bruce’s best move is NOT 
to clam up and hide behind his 
lawyer, but to do what he origi- 
nally said he’d do and FULLY 
COOPERATE,” says Murphy, the 
best-selling author of And Justice 
For Some. 

“Bruce was apparently not im- 
paired by drugs or alcohol. Now, 
cops are evaluating whether he 
was distracted by a cell phone call 
or text when he hit the Lexus. 

“Owning up to any possible mis- 
take would help mitigate his legal 
and possible criminal situation.” 

Meanwhile, it’s being reported 
Jenner has decided to press ahead 
with plans for a sex change. 

“Bruce has a lot on his plate now 
with his gender reassignment and 
a new reality TV series,” Murphy 
tells GLOBE. “It’s understandable 
that he could have caused this 
accident. But his attorney needs to 
let Bruce be the hero we all expect 
him to be and allow him fess up.”

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Chilling images of beloved blonde on e 


THE family of the late Anna 
Nicole Smith is being ripped 
apart by a bitter feud over shock- 
ing autopsy photos of the blonde 
bombshell’s corpse lying on a cold 
morgue slab. 

Insiders claim members of the 
tragic beauty’s family and her 
close friends want the govern- 
ment to destroy chilling pictures 
taken during the examination to 
determine her exact cause of death. 

Some people who were close to 
the reality TV diva fear the images 
may turn up on the Internet and be 
seen by her only child, daughter 
Dannielynn, now 8. 

But Anna Nicole’s ailing 
mom, Virgie Arthur, insists the 
autopsy photos are valuable 
evidence in the former pinup’s 
death. She wants the pictures 
preserved. 

Virgie is now battling mul- 
tiple myeloma, an incurable 
cancer that affects blood cells in 
the bone marrow. She says the 
photos should be available to 
Dannielynn if she wants to ana- 
lyze them when she’s an adult. 
Adds Virgie, the pictures could 
help Dannielynn learn what re- 
ally happened to her mom. 

Autopsy report 

Anna died of an accidental drug 
overdose at age 39 in a Hollywood, 
Fla., casino-resort on Feb. 8, 2007. 

According to the autopsy report, 
the one-time Playboy playmate 
was killed by a concoction of nine 
prescription drugs including 
Valium, Ativan, Soma and the 
sleep aid chloral hydrate. She was 
also using other pain killers like 
methadone and muscle relaxants. 

A 63-year-old former Texas 
cop, Virgie insists Anna’s death, 
officially ruled as an accidental 
drug overdose, was really caused 
by foul play. She has been forbid- 
den to see her granddaughter by 
Dannielynn’s dad, Larry Birkhead.

“The truth needs to be found out 
and I don’t think the answer is to 
destroy the pictures,” she says. 

“They should be kept in a secure 
place where no one can see them. 
Then one day when Dannielynn 
is an adult - and if she asks to see 
them - she should be allowed to do 
so.” 

Famed medical examiner Cyril 
H. Wecht, who is also a lawyer 
agrees, saying, “Photos remain 
in the files and should not be 
destroyed, in case any legal 
ramifications crop up. 


“Official photos are graphic but 
essential for the autopsy doctor to 
study and evaluate the cause and 
manner of death. Photos are also a 
tool for any court case that ensues, 
and the doctor will show them to 
jury members to illustrate a wound 
or anomaly ” 


‘It’s too harsh a truth 
for a child to deal with* 



Wecht says the official pictures 
show Anna with her scalp pulled 
down, her skull sawed open and 
her brain being removed. The pho- 
tos also bare the “Y” incision in 
her chest and organs removed for 
weighing and study. 

And marks on Anna Nicole’s 
body, like a “deep-seated abscess 
on her left buttock where she had 
regularly injected herself with 
human growth hormone,” are also 
exposed in the images, says the 
author of Final Exams. 

Anna’s autopsy photos are cur- 
rently held at Florida’s Broward 
County Medical Examiner’s Office. 

But there are fears they could be 
stolen, sold for big bucks and later 
surface on the Internet.

An insider notes security at 
facility has been lax in the past. 

In 2012, it was revealed thousands 
of dollars and 3,600 prescrip- 
tion pain pills belonging to 
dead people disappeared from 
the coroner’s property room 
over several years, the insid- 
er says. The state inspector 
blamed top staff members and 
some lost their jobs. 

Wecht says the problems 
prove coroners offices need to 
have “high standards and top 
security.” 

Meanwhile, insiders close ^ 
to Anna’s family DON’T want little 
Dannielynn to ever see the shocking 
photos. But Virgie insists “the pictures 
will be a powerful warning to the little 
girl that if you take drugs, if you live a 
life of booze and addiction this is how 
you can end up - on the coroner’s slab,” 
says a family source. 

“But other family members say it’s 
too harsh a truth for a child to deal 
with. It’s bad enough to lose a parent 


at a tender age. 

“But to be shown her sliced up on the 
mortuary table is a horror. They think 
the images will haunt Anna Nicole’s 
daughter for the rest of her life. 

“They don’t want these photos going 
on the Internet or being seen anywhere. 
They say burn them all.”

Julian’s charge is being bolstered 
by a shocking five-page legal docu- 
ment drawn up by Cynthia’s divorce 
lawyers that recently surfaced 44 
years after the bust-up. 

Set to go on auction, the papers 
reveal Dorothy Jarlett’s recollections 
of her years as the Lennon’s nanny- 
housekeeper. She worked for the 
couple from 1964 to 1968. The papers 
were found among her 
belongings after she died 
last year. 

Jarlett shockingly re- 
veals she once caught 
John romping with Yoko 
Ono in Cynthia’s bed, 
and on another occasion, 

Lennon’s wife caught the 
pair together practically 
naked. The housekeeper 
also reveals Lennon 
was a crummy father, 
who was rarely at home 
and resorted to beating 


Julian when he was. 

“Mr. Lennon would say Mrs. 
Lennon was too soft with him,” Jarlett 
says in the document. 

“I think that he was probably not 
enough with his son owing to Ms pro- 
fession to know how to handle him. 

“As a result, he would often smack 
him.” 

CyntMa suspected Lennon had 
been bedding other 
women, and her friends 
told her he’d been cheat- 
ing all the way back to 
when they were stu- 
dents at the Liverpool 
College of Art. 

The pair wed in 1962 
when she was 22 and 
pregnant with Julian. 

Lennon settled her in 
a 22-bedroom home 

in Weybridge that cost 
$60,000 in 1964. 

Just four years after 
the wedding, a booze- 
fueled Lennon admitted 
to CyntMa that he was 
sleeping with other gals. 
He then sMpped her off 
for a vacation in Greece. 
When she returned, she 
walked in on Lennon and 
Yoko Ono sitting on the 
floor facing each other - 
wearing just batMobes. 
John’s marriage finally

exploded in August 1968 when 
Yoko found she was pregnant with 
Lennon’s son, Sean, now 39. CyntMa 
and John divorced that year. 

Lennon, who was fatally shot by 
deranged fan Mark David Chapman 
in 1980, was also a heavy marijuana 
user, says the housekeeper. 

“I began noticing drugs lying 
around in various parts of the house,” 
she says in the document. 

“It was quite clear Mr. Lennon was 
smoking pot, and we all hoped that 
it was a phase and that he would get 
over it.”

“I also teach nutritional therapy 
and have used milk thistle or sily- 
marin to help restore optimum liver 
function.” 

Dr. Gaglio adds that some physi- 
cians treat NAFLD with vitamin E, 
between 400 and 800 International 
Units daily. 

“There are several new 
medicines that should be 
available in the next six to 
12 months,” he says. “But 
these are not a substitute 
for lifestyle changes 
such as exercise, diet 
and weight loss to ward 
off this potential killer.”

Van Winkle spent a night in 
the Palm Beach County Jail and was 
released on $6,000 bail. He insisted 
it's a "misunderstanding" that's 
been "blown out of proportion." 

The rapper, 47, has had other 
run-ins with the law. He was busted 
in January 2001 for assaulting wife 
Laura, pleaded guilty to disorderly 
conduct and was sentenced to pro- 
bation and family therapy. Charges 
were dropped following an April 
2008 incident where Van Winkle al- 
legedly hit and kicked Laura during 
an argument over a bedroom set. A 
DIY spokesman says the network is 
"looking into the current matter."

Sixties pop princess 
iived & died in her 
0¥m private worid 

F or decades, iconic songbird Lesley Gore 
hid her private pain from the world. First, 
she covered up her lesbianism - then the 
terrible lung cancer that took her life at 
age 68. 

As a result, fans of the sensational sixties 
singer were stunned to learn Lesley died on 
Feb. 16 at New York University Langone 
Medical Center in Manhattan. 

Gore's death was revealed by her 
grief-stricken gay partner of 33 
years, jewelry designer Lois 
Sasson. She said, "Lesley was a 
wonderful human being - caring, 
giving, a great feminist, great 
woman, great human being, great 
humanitarian." 

At age 16, Gore rocketed to fame 
when her tune It's My Party spent 
two weeks at No. 1 on Billboard's Hot 
100 chart. The high school junior followed 
with smashes including Judy's Turn to Cry and 
California Nights. 

But she knew looking to make a life in showbiz 
was too much of a gamble. So Gore attended all- 
female Sarah Lawrence College in Bronxville, N.Y., 
majoring in English and American literature while 
continuing to record and perform. 

"The record company wasn't thrilled, my agent 
wasn't thrilled, but I sensed very early just how 
fickle this business is," Gore once said. "I had a 
good brain in my head, and I saw it was an 
opportunity to cloister myself." 

Although she had boyfriends and once came 
close to getting married. Gore said she had a sex- 
ual awakening in her 20s and realized she was gay. 
But she kept her sexual preference hidden, saying

the music industry had "very little 
acceptance of gay people" and was 
"totally homophobic." 

A year before coming out of the 
closet in 2005, Gore began hosting 
the PBS TV series In the Life, which 
focused on gender identity issues. She was 
inspired to take the job "as a result of meeting a 
lot of young gay people in the Midwest who really 
had nothing to relate to. I felt this program was 
presenting them with some options." 

Certainly, Lesley had a history of promoting a 
more liberal sexual agenda. She was considered 
a giant in the feminist movement. Her 1960s hit 
You Don't Own Me has been hailed as promoting 
women's lib. 

"I could see why people used it as a feminist 
anthem," said Gore, who performed into her 60s. 
"Whether you're 16 or 116, there's nothing more 
wonderful than standing on the stage, shaking 
your finger and singing, ‘Don't tell me what to 
do.' " - BOB BURNS

Bank robber heiress is dog show queen 


ATTY HEARS! has really 
gone to the dogs! 

The heiress who’d been 
kidnapped by revolutionaries 
and caught on camera hold- 
ing a machine gun during a bank 
heist, is once again making head- 
lines - for having a pooch in the 
finals of the famed Westminster 
Kennel Club dog show.

She also has part ownership of 
Rocket, a shih tzu that won the 
toy dog category at New York’s 
Madison Square Garden and 
strutted his stuff during the Best 
in Show competition on Feb. 17. 
However, Rocket failed to soar in 
the finals. Even so, the daughter 
of newspaper magnate William 
Randolph Hearst was pleased by 
the pooch’s performance. 

Patty has come a long way since 
she was abducted at age 19 by the 
Symbionese Liberation Army (SLA) 



Then calling herself 'Tania,' the 
heiress announced her recruitment 
in front of the SLA symbol 


from her apartment in Berkeley, 
Calif., on Feb. 4, 1974. 

She was locked blindfolded 
and bound in a closet for weeks. 
Two months later, the urban 
guerillas declared Hearst had 
joined them in their war against 
capitalism and released an iconic 
photo of her beret-clad figure 
menacingly holding an assault 


rifle in front of the SLA symbol. 

Within weeks, surveillance video 
captured Hearst, who renamed 
herself “Tania,” taking part in a 
daring San Francisco bank robbery. 
Six SLA members, including its 
leader, were soon killed in a police 
shootout, and Hearst went on the lam 
until she was nabbed in September 
1975. 

At her sensational 1976 trial, jurors 
didn’t buy her claims that she’d been 
brainwashed by her captors. She was 
convicted and sentenced to seven 
years. But President Jimmy Carter 
commuted her sentence in 1979, and 
Hearst received a full pardon from 
President Bill Clinton in 2001. 

Months after her release from 
prison, she married former cop 
Bernard Shaw, who died in 2013. 
Along with charitable work, Hearst 
has been involved in the dog show 
circuit for a decade, mostly working 
with French bulldogs. 

Despite her love of dogs, her 
daughters own cats.

And on FOX’s The Mindy Project, 
a sizzling conversation between the 
show’s characters, played by Mindy 
Kaling and Chris Messina, involved 
talk about sexual positions which 
led to many fans looking them up 
on Google. 

FOX’S soapy new hit. Empire, 
has also had its share of torrid 
scenes, including a fling between 
Rhonda (Kaitlin Doubleday) and 
Andre (Trai Byers). 


Scandal, also created by Rhimes, 
showed Olivia Pope (Kerry Washing- 
ton) and Jake Ballard (Scott Foley) 
early this season having a “touchy- 
feely” love scene on a beach.

AMERICAN SNIPER Chris Kyle’s 
brave widow Taya faced her 
husband’s killer with the same 
steely resolve the late war hero 
displayed while under fire during 
four tours of Iraq. 

The 40-year-old mom of two 
wore Chris’ military dog tags 
and cherished Rolex Submariner 
watch as a tribute while testify- 
ing at the trial of Eddie Ray Routh.

Now, Taya is seeking justice 
and didn’t buy Routh’s insanity 
defense based on post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

“I know people with PTSD, and 
it’s very real and very hard,” she 
says.
